Poincare Accuses Germany of

Senate and Chamber and the highest 
officials of the government, marched 
behind the gun carriage while a de- 
tachment of dragoons led the way. 
While the cortege was passing the 
hospitals in the hotels along the 
Avenue des Champs Elysees every 
balcony and window was filled with 
wounded men and in the dense crowds

THAW IS SANE, 
BUT NOT FREE. 


Question of His Liberation to 
be Decided Tomorrow. 


White's Slayer Embraces and 
Kisses His Mother Twice. 


Then Both Shake Hands with 
the Twelve Furymen, 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE] 

NEW YORK, July 14.—Harry Ken- 
dall Thaw today was declarde sane 
by a jury which for nearly three weeks 
listened to testimony given in the Su- 
preme Court here before Justice Peter 
Hendrick. Forty-eight minutes were 
consumed and two ballots were taken 
in reaching a verdict. 

Justice Hendrick on Friday morn- 
ing will announce whether the com- 
mitment upon which Thaw was in- 
carcerated in the State Hospital for 
the Criminal Insane at Matteawan 
shall be vacated, thereby giving to the 
slayer of Stanford White the liberty 
for which he has fought in the courts 
for nine years. 

CROWD IN COURT. 
It was at the end of a day of ad- 


dresses by counsel and the charge of 


the justice that the jury retired. 
While the twelve men were deliberat- 
ing the crowd in the courtroom and 
about the Courthouse was augmented 
by scores of people, who believed that 
a verdict quickly would be found. 
Shortly before 4 o'clock a bailiff came 
from the juryroom and informed Jus- 
tice Hendrick that a verdict had been 
reached. The doors were locked and 
Justice Hendrick, ascending the 
bench, warned the spectators that any 
demonstration would be met with se- 
vere punishment. Then the jury came 
in. In reply to a question by the 
clerk of the court as to whether a 
verdict had been reached, the fore- 
man handed over a sheet of legal pa- 
per, which was passed to the justice 
on the bench. Justice Hendrick read 
it and handed it back to the clerk. 
“Gentlemen of the jury,” said the 
clerk, “the question you have been 
asked is this: Is Harry K. Thaw now 
sane? Your answer is yes.” - 


HUM OF EXCITEMENT. 


Despite the warning, several per- 
sons stood up in front of their seats. 
The courtroom hummed like a dyna- 
mo. Justice Hendrick and a dozen 
court attendants rapped for order. 
Meanwhile Thaw, who, until the ver- 
dict was announced, sat at the coun- 
sel table with his chin resting in a 
handkerchief, had turned around and 
grasped the hand of several of his 
counsel. Then he went to where his 
mother was sitting a few feet away, 
and, throwing his arms about her 
neck, kissed her twice. Mrs. Thaw at 
the same time patted her daughter, 
Mrs. George L. Carnegie, on the shoul- 
der. Thaw later shook hands with 
his half-brother, Josiah Thaw. 

The verdict recorded, John B. 
Stanchfield, chief counsel for ‘Thaw, 
made a motion that the commitment 
signed by Justice Dowling, following 
a verdict of not guilty on the ground 
of insanity, which was returned by 
the jury at Thaw’s second trial for 
the murder of White, be vacated. 
Justice Hendrick asked Deputy Attor- 
ney-General Becker what he had to 
say to such a motion. 

Mr. Becker, in reply, requested 
time in which the State might pre- 
pare an appeal. Justice Hendrick re- 
minded the lawyers that he had not 
given his decision, and that conse- 
quently it had not been finally de- 
cided which side might desire an ap- 
peal. He then set 11 o'clock tomor- 
row morning as the time when he 
would receive briefs and hear argu- 
ments tn his chambers upon the .mo- 
tion to dismiss the commitment. The 
jury was discharged and then court 
adjourned. 

As soon as the jury was dismissed 
Thaw crossed to the box and shook 
hands warmly with each of the men. 
His mother also shook hands with the 
jurymen, saying to each: 

“Thank you so much for all that 
you have done.” — 

One of the jurors asked her wheth- 
er she had ever had any doubt of the 
result of this proceeding. Mrs. Thaw 
smiled and replied in the negative. 

The jury and Thaw then filed into 
a room adjoining the court, where 
photographers were waiting. Thaw 
himself moved the benches and chairs 
around in the room so that he and 
all the jurymen might get into the 
picture. 

It was with great difficulty that the 
court attendants and deputy sheriffs 
prevented scores of men and women 
from dashing up to Thaw in the 
courtroom and the ante-room and 
shaking his hand in congratulation of 
his legal victory. It was with much 
more difficulty that the crowd was 
cleared from the Courthouse. 


CHEER FOR THAW. 


When Thaw, leaving the building, 
flanked by deputy sheriffs, appeared 
in the doorwav. a great cheer went up 
and those who did not cheer ap- 
plauded with their hands. 

Still in the center of the cordon of 
sheriffs, the 
street and went to the Sheriff's office. 
There he removed his coat, sat down, 
lighted a cigar and, crossing his legs, 
looked out of the window at the great 
crowd being disrersed by policemen 
in the street below. Tonight Thaw 
was taken to the office of an uptown 
physician to have a wound in his 
hand dressed. It was said he received 
the injury while pleying with a medi. 
— ball in the Ludlow-street jaii last 
night. 

In explaining why two ballots were 
taken, one of the jurors, Paul J. 
Marks, a brother of the president of 
the borough of Manhattan, said that 
on the first ballot the vote was eleven 
to one that Thaw was sane. The dis- 


deputy Thaw crossed 
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senting juror said he cast his ballot 
that way more as a matter of form 
than anything else so that the ver- 
dict would not be rendered without 
formal discussion. The vote was 
unanimous on the second ballot. 

Thaw began his fight for freedom 
following the slaying of Stanford 
White, an architect, on the roof of 
Madison Square Garden on the night 
of June 26, 1906. After two sensa- 
tional trials, the first of which re- 
sulted in a disagreement, 
acquitted on the ground of 
but was ordered committed to 
teawan. 

In February, 1908, Thaw's counsel 
obtained writs of habeas corpus, re- 
quiring his examination in court with 
a view to establishing his sanity, but 
these ns ly were 
denied. 

Thaw subsequently made a dash 
for liberty on August 17, 1913, es- 
eaping in an automobile to Coaticook, 
Quebec, where he was a 4 a 
was later released and sent back 
the border, being arrested in 
New Hampshire. There a commis- 
sion declared him mentally sound. 
Then followed many legal battles to 
prevent Thaw’s return to New York. 
He lost and was brought back here, 
and with those who aided in his es- 
cape, was tried on a charge of con- 
spiracy. All were acquitted. 

Thaw having been declared men- 
tally sound in New Hampshire, his 
counsel then started proceedings here 
to have his sanity established in the 
State which still was fighting to have 
him returned to Matteawan. 

.A motion for a trial by jury was 
granted by Judge Hendrick on April 
23. The trial was begun on June 22.

OF GERMANY. 
There is no government so strong as & 
government of opinion; there is no law so 
powerful as the will of a people. It is a 
turbulent and irresistible torrent; constl- 


it; laws are ed to accommodate it; 
courts are overwhelmed or carried away 
upon its crest, and institutions that lift 
up their voices against it are hushed by its 
mighty thunders. 

The press of a free country influences 
public opinion, and public opinion in turn 
influences the editorial utterances of the 
press. Policies are established and dis- 
established, and laws are made and wun- 
made, not so much by an absolute major- 
ity as by that weight of public opinion 
which can be brought to bear on a particu- 
lar point at a given time. 

The history of local happenings in our 
country affords instances of the power of 
popular opinion. When journals of all po 
litical parties advocate or oppose a meas 
ure it is fairly certain that they express 
the popular wish. The public is a more 
impartial and a more implacable censor of 
the press than any government official, and 
it will, if necessary, exercise its censorship 
and condemn an obnoxious journal by with- 
drawing from it subscription and adver- 
tising patronage. ; 
Instances are not lacking of the exercise 
of such censorship. In 1856 the San Fran- 
cisco Herald editorially attacked the Vigi- 
lance Committee, and the people who were 
with the committee withdrew their adver 
tisements by the column and their subscrip- 
tions by the thousand, and Editor Nugent 
found it safe to take a trip to the moun- 
tains.

After the treaty of peace of 1783 Eng- 
land and the United States did not rush 
into each other’s arms. In violation of 
that treaty Great Britain did not accredit 
a minister resident to the United States; 
she did not surrender her military posts 
on United States soil. and she did not pay 
for the slaves carried away by her armies.

The ill feeling between the nations con- 
sequent upon England’s action excited the 
people of the United States so greatly that 
fn 1795 President Washington sent John 
Jay to England to negotiate a new treaty 
which should settle the points in dispute. 
The new treaty provided that the western 
posts be surrendered to the United States 
and that compensation be made for illegal 
captures of American property. But Eng- 
land still retained ¢he right of impressing 
American seamen of English birth and of 
shutting off American commerce from the 
West Indian trade. 

The treaty of 1795 was not favorably re- 
ceived by the American people. Alexander 
Hamilton was stoned on the street for fa- 
voring it and the newspapers called Wash- 
ington the “stepfather of his country.” But 
in order to avert war the treaty was signed. 

Twelve years passed away, during which 
the United States more than doubled in 
population, in territorial area, in wealth 
and in power; but England continued to 
claim and exercise the right of stopping 
American vessels on the high seas and 
seizing all sallors, even naturalized citi- 
zens, who were supposed to be British sub- 
jects. In June, 1807, the British man-of- 
war Leopold stopped the United States 
frigate Chesapeake off the entrance to 
Chesapeake Bay, fired into her, killing or 
wounding twenty-one of her crew, and took 
off four men, three of whom were Amer- 
icans. President Jefferson demanded rep- 
aration for this outrage. The British gov- 
ernment disavowed the act, but never made 
reparation for it. 

Congress in 1808 passed the non-inter- 
course act, which prohibited trade with 
England sq@ long as her obnoxious prac- 
tices should be continued. In 1810 Con- 
gress repealed this law, but England re- 
fused to discontinue her practices, where- 
upon Congress revived it.

The United States frigate Pres!- 
dent hailed the British man-of-war Little 
Belt and was answered by a shot in turn. 
The result was an action in which the 
Little Belt was badly crippled and lost 
thirty-one killed and wounded. 


On land Great Britain attacked our north- 
western settlements, not with her own 
troops, but with Indian warriors under Te 
cumseh. 


The English continued to seize vessels 
and men. Since 1803 nine hundred Amer- 
ican ships had been seized and several 
thousand American seamen impressed into 
the British service. Madison wished to 
continue the peace policy of Jefferson, but 
the Republican party of that day, under 
the leadership of Henry Clay, John C. Cal- 
houn and William H. Crawford, were in 
favor of war, and on June 18, 1812, war 
against Great Britain was fermally de 
clared. Five days afterwards the British 
government revoked its orders in council, 
bet still did not abandon its claim of a 
right of search and impressment. 

In the war which resulted a British fleet 
under Admiral Cockburn sailed up the Pa- 
tomac and attacked the city of Washing- 
ton. No resistance was made, but the 
British, in violation of the law of nations, 
wantonly destroyed public buildings, books 
and papers. Nothing was spared except 
the patent office and the jail. 

A treaty of peace was negotiated at Ghent 
and signed December 24, 1814, But there 
being neither telegraphic nor steam com- 
munication in those days the news did not 
reach the United States in time to prevent 
the battle of New Orleans, in which Jack- 
son, with 6000 militia, defeated Packen- 
ham, with 12,000 trained British veterans. 
There are old men now living who remem- 
ber the election doggerel that their grand- 
fathers used to sing— | 
“Wait ‘till you see the whites of their eyes 

and then fire, | 
Was the forceful command of A. Jackson, 
Esquire.” 

The curious fact about the treaty of 
Ghent was that in it no reference was made 
to the real issue or to any issue between 
the nations. It was an agreement to quit 
fighting and nothing more. England did 
not formally give up her assumed right to 
stop and search American ships on the 
high seas and remove and impress Amer- 
ican sailors. But, while she has never 
formally relinquished that assumed right, 
she has not for a hundred years attempted 
to exercise it. 

It may be fairly assumed that, if Ger- 
many does not really want war with us, 
she will follow the example set by Great 
Britain in 1815 and thereafter. She will 
discontinue the things which, if continued, 
may possibly result in war. She will dy- 
namite no more Lusitanias on which there 
are Americans without first providing for 
the safety of the passengers, and she will 
sink no more W. P. Fryes because it is a 
little tedious to throw a cargo of wheat 
into the ocean, and she will not expect to 
make reparation for an unlawful destruc- 
tion of property by a promise to pay its 


value (to be fixed by her prize court) some- 


time or other, somehow or other, some- 
where or other. 

It will be well for both Germany and the 
allies if, instead of imposing upon the de- 
sire for peace of Uncle Sam, they will say 
to themselves when they contemplate an 
invasion of our rights—what the French- 
man said to the Englishman who was ex-

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THE GOSPEL OF POWER. 
BY JEANNE REDMAN,’ 


“What is good? Everything that in- 

creases the feeling of power, the will to 

powér, power itself. What is bad? 
Pp from 


ch Nietzsche has set up an 
ideal that, like a headr liquor distilled on 
Olympus, has filled every virile individual 


Hence 
the rapid developments of the twentieth 
century. 
Nations do and think as the individuals 
composing that nation do and think, and 
though nations take different paths to gain 
their ends, they are all actuated by the 
doctrine of power, power and yet more 
power. All except China, and where does 
China stand today? 
The instinct of self-preservation is now 
secondary to the display of strength, not 
necessarily the strength of violence, but 
strength in some form or other to distin- 
guish a man or a nation as superior to 
a fellow-man or a fellow-nation. 

e used to be content with the formula, 
“How can man be improved?” Now we are 
all asking eagerly, “How can man be sur- 
passed?”—and, whether through peace or 
war, we are all seeking some way to sur- 
pass one another. 

“One should die proudly when it is no 
longer possible to live proudly.” This is a 
Nietzschean text that England has been 
using for many months to turn her civilians 
into soldiers. And it has succeeded be- 
cause beneath the surface the majority 
worship Nietzsche rather than Christ. 

The dollar is the weapon by which we 
can live proudly, and the gun the weapon 
by which we can die proudly, according to 
Nietzschean ethics. Said a French recruit, 
a railroad worker, when called to the col- 
ors, “Well, if I'm killed for my country I 
shall have brought a distinction on my 
family I could never-haye done in any 
other way.” So modern sentiment con- 
cedes that it is better to be a dead lion 
than a live dog. 

Power, pride, prestige, against these the 
cardinal Christian virtues of love, self-sac- 
rifice, humility offer but a ‘feeble resist- 
ance. “Little children love one another” 
has been amended to “Big children surpass 
one another”’—using dollars or guns or 
learning or commerce or chemistry or any- 
thing that comes in handiest for the pur- 


pose. 

“Too proud to fight,” as our President 

said the other day—“Too cowardly to lie,” 
as Nietzsche wrote twenty years ago—we 
are getting tangled up in our ideas so that 
‘at last success ig the only one thing we 
understand, quite in accord with the doc- 
triné that power alone is good, but not at 
all in agreement with the on 
Mount. So in time we come to ask, with 
the modern anti-Christ, “Is 
blunder of God? Or is God a blunder 
man?” 
What are we to do with this Nietzsche 
whose rampant philosophy is coloring all 
civilization? Some partisans write him 
down as the evil spirit of Prussian militar- 
ism, which is bosh. Nietzsche was no na- 
tional. “The power of will”—these are 
Nietzsche’s own words—‘“is already some- 
what stronger in Germany; it is considera- 
bly stronger in England, but it is strongest 
and most surprising of all in that immense 
middle empire where Europe, as it were, 
flows back into Asia—namely, in Russia.” 

Is America, too, unconsciously following 
Nietzsche? Continued and guaranteed peace 
will make us the super-nation. These pro- 
phetic words Nietzsche wrote in 1894: “The 
time for petty politics is past; the next 
century will bring the struggle for the 
dominion of the world—the compulsion to 
great politics.” 

The prophecy is nearing fulfillment—the 
nations are using each the weapon best 
‘suited for its purpose. This is a super- 
century and we in America are a little 
ahead of the common ecstasy in keeping it 
better in hand. The ecstasy of extremes, 
the ecstasy of cruelty, of greed, of destruc- 
tion, of religion, of passionate love and 
passionate hate is swaying and rocking 
Europe; and through it all America marches 
on to its position of super-nation, gathering. 
up where others are tearing down, being 
filled with accumulated and surging will 
power. 

Why wouldn't America be consecrated to 
the doctrine of peace? For us it is the 
very text and letter of the gospel of power. 


Oh, writer, write a story that’s full of 
vim and fire, of men who wade to glory 
through perils dark and dire. Write up 
the chap heroic who faces fearful odds 
with calmness of the Stoic and courage of 
the gods. For we are tired of fiction which 
doesn’t hit the spot, which gives us pol- 
ished diction in place of baffling plot. Oh, 
when a man is weary from toiling in the 
mart he wants a volume cheery that sfirs 
his jaded heart. Below the mark of zero 
{is Artful Workmanship; he wants to meet 
a hero who makes things hum and zip.

Bryan Sentences Himself to 
Lecture for Life. 


Prefers Voluntary Admission 
to Taxation Salary. 


Seized with Mal de Mer on 
Trip to Catalina.

AVALON, July 14-—W. J. 
Bryan and party of nine arrived 
here on the gasoline boat Nellie 
after spending over three hours 
in crossing the channel from 
Long Beach. Although the day 
Was exceptionally calm, Mr. 
Bryan, according to one of the 
passengers on board the Nellie, 
paid his tribute to Neptune 
when the launch was in mid 
channel. 


In the party were W. J. 
Bryan, Jr., D. B, ‘Livingstone, 
secretary of the Long Beach 
Chamber of Commerce: Col. W. 
Sherman, J. J. Evans and Sen- 
ator 8S. L. Thomas. After the 
arrival at Avalon the party 
lunched at’ a local restaurant 
and viewed the marine gardens 
through one of the gilass- 
bottom boats. 


LONG BEACH, July 14.—William 
J. Bryan tonight announced his re- 


turn to the lecture platform. To an 
audience of more than 2000 persons in 


the municipal auditorium he said that 
he was then inaugurating a series of 
lectures which were to be continued 
the remainder of his active life. 

He defended his right to charge for 


his lectures. “Let the man who cri- 
ticizes me for this, show that he has 
given more free time to the people 
than I in the last twenty years,” he 
deciared, with some heat. 

“The pay I receive as a lecturer 
has one advantage, the Republicans 
had to pay my salary as Secretary of 
State whether they wanted to or not, 
but your admission fee is voluntarily 
given by you. Those who hold office 
collect money through a tax, but I am 
paid voluntarily. 

“I expect to lecture as long as my 
strength holds out. I expect at least 
to lecture for twenty years, and to 
speak more often without pay than 
with pay. I will say here that I will 
speak in Long Beach on Sunday free 
of charge if a hall ie provided me. 
“IT am returning to the lecture plat- 
form after a temporary absence. Lec- 
n my business for twenty 
years. Office holding has been merely 
incidental to me. I have expressed a 
willingness at different times to fore- 
go lecturing for four years, but never 
longer. I regard lecturing as not only 
legitimate but very necessary. When a 
man has something to say, he ought to 
have a chance to say it.” 

FREE SUNDAY LECTURE. 


The first of Mr. Bryan's free lectures, 
it was afterwards announced, would 
be delivered Sunday afternoon in the 


municipal auditorium, the subject to 
be “The First Great Commandment.” 
In a short talk at a banquet in Hotel 
Virginia, Mr. Bryan stated that Long 
Beach grew faster than any other city 
on the Coast because of either of two 
things,—a lack of saloons or 

ite advantages were so great that the 
lack of saloon was overbalanced.

In the 
auditorium Mr. Bryan was introduced 
as “The First Citizen of the Republic,” 
by President Wallace of the Chamber 
of Commerce.
